INTRODUCTION. 


I had never taken much interest in 
my ancestors, for I had always heard they 
were peaceable, virtuous, honest, industri- 
ous and pious. My life from my youth 
had been an active one, the present and 
prospective future being so full of care 
that I was literally “forgetting the things 
that are behind” and pressing forward. 
This I regret, for had I reduced to writ- 
ing what had been told me by those now 
passed away, I could have thrown more 
interest into this work. 

I well remember when a child a strange 
man came to our house, and said: 

“A man by name John Clark stole 
my horse, and I have come to see if he 
is in your barn.” 
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“Our name is not John Clark,” said 
mother, ‘‘neither do we steal horses.” 

I remember feeling very thankful that 
all the Clarks were not related to me. 

Some time during the year 1881 I 
became owner of the ‘‘ Wentworth Gene- 
alogy,” Hon. John Wentworth, of Chicago, 
Ill., author, which traces my mother’s 
family back to the tenth century. I was 
immediately seized with a desire to know 
something of my father’s family, caused 
by reading that voluminous collection of 
dates and personal history, and I here 
acknowledge my indebtedness to that work 
for the style of this. 

At a family meeting held at the resi- 
dence of my mother, Mrs. Sylvia T. Clark, 
on the 7th of December, 1881, in Holland, 
Lucas county, Ohio, my brother, 8S. W, 
Clark, and myself were appointed family 
historians. Early in 1883 he gave the 


work into my hands, and I have been 
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collecting historical material ever since. I 
have found it no trifling labor, for nearly 
every one I have written to would omit 
something necessary to complete their 
history, thus causing a second and in some 
cases a third, fourth and fifth letter of 
inquiry. 

Had I understood the magnitude of 
the work I probably never should have 
undertaken it. I had not for one moment 
supposed that before one’s grandchildren 
were dead one’s given name, place of birth 
and death, would be forgotten by them, 
but this I found true with respect to my 
great-grandfather. Records were so poorly 
kept that it took great research before 
I could be assured of his place of birth, 
death, or his given name. I know nothing 
of his nationality. 

It is a matter of history that Daniel 
Clark, the head of the Clarks in this 


country, died in Windsor, Connecticut, in the 
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year 1710. He was an Englishman. The 
name was spelled Clerk in England, from 
which the name Clark is derived. I think 
it probable that my _ great-grandfather, 
Major Stephen Clark, was a grandson of 
the Daniel Clark who died in Connecticut 
in 1710. I have written to a great many 
Clarks and nearly all have replied “the 
records are so poorly kept that we find 
it impossible to trace back more than 
two hundred years.” 

All traces of Major Stephen Clark’s 
family are lost previous to his birth in 
1724, so I have decided to consider him 
One, or the first one found of whom 
anything definite is known. In a Bible 
given by Hannah (Norton) Clark to her 
daughter Hannah (Clark) Tyler, and now 
in possession of Rev. Nathan Norton 
Clark, of Michigan, which was originally 
the property of Sarah (Barton) Clark, we 
find dates of births of Robert,’ Stephen,’ 
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Josiah,” Ebenezer? and John,? also several 
grandchildren, but nothing further. 

I remember when I was a little girl 
of twelve telling Grandmother Hannah 
(Norton) Clark of the wonderful things I 
expected to achieve when grown, among 
other things of the great wealth I was 
expecting to fall to my lot. She said: 
“Lucinda, don’t spend your time building 
air castles. When I was fifteen I married 
the youngest son of the then rich Major 
Clark, of Epping, New Hampshire, and 
we went to live in a big white house on 
a large farm. Your grandfather was the 
youngest son, and his parents wished us 
to stay with them, as the other sons had 
chosen professions and gone. We did so, 
and in less than two years Continental 
money was worthless and Major Clark 
found himself a poor man. We left the 
big farm and they went to live with us 


in less pretentious quarters.” 
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Upon investigation I find the foregoing 
conversation to be true, z. e. the incidents 
named. 

Of the sons named in the old Bible 
I have been able to trace correctly but 
two, Robert and John. Josiah’ probably 
settled in Boston, Massachusetts, became 
wealthy and died a bachelor. This property 
was probably heired by the children of 
his brothers, Stephen and Ebenezer, as it 
is positively known that my father had 
cousins living in Boston, Massachusetts, 
that were wealthy. The sons Stephen’ and 
Ebenezer* probably lived and died in 
Sanbornton, New Hampshire. 

Of Sarah (Barton), wife of Major 
Stephen Clark, we learn many definite 
things. She lived until 1822, and her 
five living grandchildren and one great- 
grandchild, Mrs. Hannah (Clark) Davis, 
remember her. She was very aristocratic. 


She did not accept the Saviour as her 
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Saviour until she was ninety-six years old. 
She lived six months after, and died 
happy, only regretting that she had de- 
layed so _ long. When her husband, 
Stephen Clark, was elected Major, probably 
near the close of the Revolutionary War, 
her townsmen came to show their respect 
for Major Clark’s wife by firing guns 
around her. She was dressed in a pink 
silk, which she gave to a Mrs. Nancy 
Eastman, of Union, Maine, just before her 
death. My aunt Eunice Bartlett re- 
members the dress, and that her grand- 
mother was proud of the attention she re- 
ceived, and kept the dress as a memento. 

But as meager as the knowledge 
obtained and collected of the ancestry of 
our branch of the Clark family is, I feel 
sure that future generations will thank me 
for it. My reasons for so doing will be 
found in the following quotations from 
Washington Irving: 
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“'To rescue from oblivion the ancestral 
name, and to render a just tribute to their 
great and wonderful transactions. 

“With great solicitude had I beheld the 
history of my venerable ancestors drop 
piecemeal into the tomb. Determined if 
possible to avert this threatened mis- 
fortune, I  industriously set myself to 
work to gather together all the frag- 
ments ‘that nothing be lost.’ Thrice 
happy therefore is our renowned family 
in having incidents worthy in swelling the 
theme of history, and doubly thrice happy 
is it in having such a historian as myself 
to relate them, for after all even cities 
and empires are nothing without a_his- 
torian. How grateful posterity shall be to 
the one who gathers together their feeble 
mementos, collects their ashes into the 
mausoleum of his work, and rears a 
monument that will transmit their renown 
to posterity. What has been the fate of 
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many families? They have ‘sunk into 
dust and silence for want of a historian. 
The same sad misfortune which has 
befallen so many families will happen 
again; their origin, together with the 
eventful periods of youth, manhood, and 
old age, will be forever buried in the 
rubbish of years. The same would have 
been the fate of our illustrious family 
if I had not snatched it from obscurity 
in the nick of time—if I had not dragged 
them as it were by the locks just as Old 
Father Time was closing his fangs upon 
them.” 
LW.G: 
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Stephen’ Clark, ancestor of the families 
whose records follow, was born in Kittery, 
Maine. We find recorded in a Bible given 
to Mrs. Mariah H. (Clark) Tyler by her 
grandmother, Mrs. Hannah (Norton) Clark, 
this: “Major S. Clark died 22 Dec., 1801, 
aged 77 years.’ This would make him 
born in 1724. It is certain that he was 
buried in the cemetery at Loudon Centre, 
N. H. Susanna, wife of John® Clark, has 
visited his grave. He was major in the 
Revolutionary army, but the date of his 
commission has not been found. He was 
captain of the party who made a cup of 
tea for his Britannic Majesty in Boston 
Harbor; this proves his bravery and 


loyalty. His death was caused by a wound 
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received in the army. He was at one 
time in his life considered wealthy, but 
became poor when the Continental money 
became worthless. In the Rockingham 
county (N. H.) records I find he was one 
of the signers to a petition for William 
Plummer to be justice of the peace, and 
again in 1785. In 1789 he transferred 
two lots in the town of Exeter, N. H., 
to Phillips Academy. In the office of the 
register of deeds, Exeter, N. H., I found 
Stephen, sr., Stephen, jr., Robert, Josiah, 
Ebenezer and John Clark had deeded 
property in Rockingham county, N. H., to 
different parties between the years 1770 
and 1800. No doubt but what these 
were our ancestors, for several times the 
transfers were made with Hills and Nor- 
tons, who were relatives. In one instance 
Sarah Clark deeded property to Stephen 
Clark; this was probably Major Stephen’s’ 
widow to her son Stephen.’ It is supposed

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he was’ married when he was thirty to 
Sarah Barton, born in New Market, N. H., 
about the year 1725. Soon after the 
death of Major Stephen Clark, she went 
to Maine with her son John’ and family, 
where she died 2 Feb, 1822, aged 96 
years and 6 months. Her son Robert? 
visited her just before her death and she 
had nearly forgotten that she had a son 
by that name, but finally remembered 
him. She is buried in Union Common 
cemetery by the side of her son John? 
In the introduction to this work I have 
given a more extended notice of her, which 
is not necessary to repeat here.

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We find these dates in a Bible once 
the property of Sarah (Barton) Clark, 
wife of Major Stephen' Clark, now in 
possession of Rev. Nathan N.* Clark, of 
Michigan. Mrs. Hannah (Clark) Tyler 
says they lost some daughters with scarlet 
fever, but we find no dates or names. 

1. Robert,? son of Major Stephen’ and 
Sarah (Barton) Clark, was born in Epping, 
N. H., 28 May, 1756. Married first Mehit- 
able Smith, with whom he lived three or 
four years. She died, leaving one son, 
Nathaniel Greenleaf,? who went to sea 
when a young man and never returned. 
Robert? Clark married second, 4 April, 
1822, Mrs. Hannah (Cuts) Fowler, widow 
of Philip Fowler, who died 7 Nov., 1807. 
Mrs. Fowler was sister of Governor 
Plummer’s wife. The above information I 
received from Mr. Samuel Haley, North 
Epping, N. H. He said Robert’ Clark 
moved to South New Market, N. H., 
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some seventy years ago and advised me 
to write to the selectmen of that town, 
which I did and after some delay received 
the following, which may be considered 
reliable: 


Derrriztp Centre, N. H., 
March 138, 1882. 


Drar Mapam:—Your letter to the select- 
men of South New Market has been handed 
me to answer. Respecting the ancestry of 
the Clark family, formerly of Epping, N. H., 
I well knew one Robert? Clark, of South New 
Market, N. H. I think he was born in Epping, 
N. H. He was an ensign in the Revolutionary 
War; was stationed at Crown Point, Ticonderoga, 
and other places on our frontier borders. He 
was commissioned a captain of a militia 
company, in Exeter, in 1785. I have that 
commission in my possession.* After Captain 
‘Robert® Clark’s second marriage he resided in 
South New Market until his death with the 
exception of one year, when he kept a public 


*T wrote to him asking for the commission, which he 
sent me, and I have transcribed it for this work. 
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house in Epping. I married one of Mrs. 
Fowler’s daughters in 1825, and was ever after 
intimate in the family. Oaptain Clark had 
several brothers; one, Stephen,* residing in London 
or Canterbury, visited him several times after 
his second marriage. One of his nephews* 
boarded with him, while attending the academy 
at South New Market. The academy buildings 
were removed from the original location more 
than thirty years ago, and are now used as the 
Squanscot machine shops, Amos Paul proprietor. 

Ebenezer*® Clark, nephew of Captain Robert,’ 
and son of Ebenezer;? kept a hotel in Portsmouth, 
N. H., about the year 1823, and died there 
suddenly, leaving a widow and one daughter, 
Caroline,* with whom we were acquainted, The 
daughter died unmarried and the mother soon 
after. 

One of Mrs. Fowler’s daughters lived with 
them at South New Market, so that Captain 
Robert? Clark and his second wife were pleasantly 
and carefully cared for until their deaths, and 
were respectfully buried in the old burying 





* The father of the author. 
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ground, and suitable marble stones stand at their 
graves to perpetuate their memory. I was 
subsequently appointed administrator of the estate. 
He died 18 Nov., 18384; she died 9 Nov., 1854. 


This is all that is known of Captain 
Robert? Clark, except date of birth in the 
family Bible. In the Rockingham county 
(N. H.) records he is mentioned with 
others as having served his country during 


the Revolutionary struggle. 


Copy of a letter written by a Revolu- 
tionary soldier to Captain Robert? Clark: 


Monmovrn, N. H., 8 May, 1817. 


Dear Sir:—Permit an old soldier to address 
you on a subject important to himself. The 
Government of the United States having made 
some provision for some of the Revolutionary 
soldiers, and being myself in need of their assist- 
ance, I have to ask the favor of you to make 
affidavit that I served in the company of which 
Captain Clemens was commanding officer and 


yourself ensign, and that I served one year in

Colonel Long’s regiment in the year 1776. I 
understand that the regiment was returned and 
considered a Continental regiment, and that some 
of the regiment was placed on the pension list. 
You will undoubtedly remember William Killey, 
who belonged to your company, and formerly 
lived with Mr. Ebenezer Shaw. I hope you 
will not fail to send me your deposition by Mr. 
Blake, as it is necessary in order that I may 
profit from the bounty of the Government; and 
unless I have forgotten your character, I am 
confident you will not permit an old soldier to 
ask a favor and refuse to grant it. Mr. Blake 
will pay you for your trouble. I am, sir,

The State of New Hampshire to Robert Clark, 
Gentleman, Greeting: 
We, reposing especial Trust and Confidence

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by these Presents, constitute and appoint you, the 
said Robert Clark, Captain of the ninth Com- 
pany in the Fourth Regiment of Militia, in the 
said State of New Hampshire. You are there- 
fore carefully and diligently to discharge the 
duty of a Oaptain in leading, ordering and 
exercising said Company in Arms, both inferior 
Officers and Soldiers, and to keep them in good 
Order and Discipline; hereby commanding them 
to obey you as their Captain, and yourself to 
observe and follow such Orders and Instructions 
as you shall from Time to Time receive from 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Army, Navy and 
Military Forces of said State for the Time being, 
or any of your Superior Officers for the Service 
of said State, according to Military Rules and 
Discipline, pursuant to the Trust reposed in 
you, and to hold said Office during good be- 
havior. 

In Testimony whereof we have caused the 
Seal of said State to be hereunto affixed. 

Witness Meshick Weare, Esq., president of 
our said State, at Exeter, the 25th day of 
March, Anno Domini 1785, and of the Sovereignty 
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and Independence of the United States of 
America the ninth.

Clarks have been written to all over 
‘the country, but we fail to find the de- 
scendants of Stephen,’ Josiah,? or Eben- 
ezer,” except that Ebenezer? had a son

But 
she was brave, courageous and pious. She 
cheerfully took up life’s burdens and re- 
sponsibilities, and was never known to 
complain. She died 4 June, 1870, at the 
home of her daughter Hannah’ (Clark) 
Tyler, in Parkman, Maine, at the age of 
94 years, 4 months and 23 days. Her 
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eye never grew dim; she could read the 
finest print without glasses. She had no 
use for a cane or ear trumpet.

July, 1793, of German parentage. Andrew 
Jacobs, her father, was born 1 June, 1755, 
and died 29 June, 1830.

He also boarded with his uncle, 
Robert Clark, in South Newmarket, N. H., 
while he was a student in the Academy. 
He was a young man of good, industrious 
habits. He lived in the northern part of 
Maine, where wages were low and times 
hard, and yet he saved $100 a year. Four 
years previous to his marriage, when quite 
a youth, he saw the evils resulting from 
drink, and early espoused the temper- 
ance cause. He was anti-slavery to the 
core, and in 1855 cast the only free-soil 
ticket in his township. Some knowing ones 
think he was connected with the under- 
ground railroad. He was a humanitarian 
in the broadest sense, and could never 
turn a deaf ear to suffering in any form. 
He was generous to a fault, and in conse- 
quence did not accumulate wealth. Rev. 


Richards, a Presbyterian clergyman, of 
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Maumee, Ohio, said of him: “Your father © 
was an honest, earnest, Christian man.” 14 
Feb., 1827, he married Sylvia T. Went- 
worth, a refined, industrious, cultured, Chris- 
tian lady, of Quaker parentage, born in 
Hope, Maine, 1 Nov., 1804. In the sum- 
mer of 1887, the writer visited the old 
homestead where Sylvia (my mother) was 
born. The house is still the abode of 
relatives and is well preserved. The relent- 
less hand of Time has leveled all of Grand- 
father Wentworth's buildings, except the 
house, and it will soon give way to a 
more pretentious residence. In the Went- 
worth Genealogy, of which Hon. John® 
Wentworth, of Chicago, is author, Sylvia® 
is found among the descendants of John? 
Wentworth, second son of Elder William! 
Wentworth, the emigrant. Soon after mar- 
riage they moved to the town of Blanchard, 
Maine. Robert*® had previously engaged in 


the lumber business with his brother, 
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Elijah,* but as the “best laid plans 6’ mice 
an’ men gang aft agley,” so the next spring 
a freshet took lumber and future prospects 
of wealth down stream. 

Our worthy couple did not commit 
suicide to cure life’s disappointments, but 
moved on a farm, where the mother, in 
addition to household cares, taught school, 
and Robert? made brick, a trade he had 
learned of his brother, Josiah.* In 1832, 
they moved to Orneville and bought a farm 
in the dense forest. The writer well re- 
members going in search of wild berries 
with her Grandmother Clark, and getting 
lost near the cottage. 

In 1846 they left Maine for the West, 
and landed in Maumee, Lucas county, 
Ohio, 24 September, being 14 days on the 
way. In the spring of 1848, they bought 
the farm on which the village of Holland, 
Lucas county, Ohio, now stands, and where 
Robert? Clark died, 19 May, 1880, in his 
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76th year. There were present his wife, 
his brother-in-law, Rev. Jonathan Hamilton, 
his oldest daughter, Lucinda*t W. Gray 
and her son, Robert,’ his oldest son, Dr. C. 
G.* Clark and wife, his youngest son, Rev. 
N. N.* Clark, of Michigan, and youngest 
daughter, Mrs. Sylvia Ann‘ Files and family. 
The funeral sermon was preached in the 
M. E. church, and by the Rev. Mark 
Richardson, of Maumee, from the text: Ist 
Peter, 1st chapter, 24th and 25th verses. 
The text and minister he had selected many 
years before his death. He is buried in the 
family lot at Springfield, Lucas county, 
Ohio. 

Robert® and wife early identified them- 
selves with the church in Maine, and the 
following shows the relation he sustained 
to the church of his choice: 

“To all to whom these presents shall come, 
know ye that this day Brother Robert Clark is 
set apart to the office of Deacon by the laying 
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on of hands and prayer, and is hereby authorized 
to minister all the ordinances of the gospel per- 
taining to said office. Signed in behalf of the 
council by Rev. A. D. Young and Ephraim 


Watson Clark.” 


1. Lucinda Wentworth * daughter of Rob- 
ert and Sylvia (Wentworth) Clark, born 14 
June, 1828, in Blanchard, Maine, went to 
Maumee City, Ohio, 1848, and either at- 
tended or taught school until 28 Jan, 1854, 
when. she was married to Robert Patten 
Gray, born 18 Aug. 1822. in Union county, 
Ind. He was a cousin on his mother’s side 
to J. Whitelaw Reid, editor of the New 
York Tribune; also cousin on his father’s 
side to William C. Gray, editor of Chicago 
Interior. They had:

acknowledge the wisdom of the whole trans- 
action. 

The foundation of the’ parents’ great and 
overwhelming anxiety rests upon these facts: 
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They now had two daughters, Lucinda and 
Philena, and if the third one should be of 
the feminine gender and her name Lavina 
Foster Anna, then they would be in for 
eight or ten daughters, for the old saying 
would be true, “three and out,” 7. e., out of 
boys and in for girls. 

It is said that ten daughters in one 
family are not a very profitable outfit for 
farming. 

There was considerable rejoicing when 
the son appeared, and then the question 
came up, Where can we find a name good 
and odd enough for our son? 

They being great Bible readers con- 
cluded to search the scriptures, and their 
eyes rested upon these words, ‘“‘When Cy- 
renius was governor of Syria,” and in their 
counsels they said, “ Cyrenius—that is a 
good as well as an uncommon name, we will 
call him Cyrenius.” The writer understands

this name and never admired it, but bowed 
his head submissively to parental authority 
in the selection of that which best suited 
their desires. 

Cyrenius G.* Clark was born in Orne- 
ville, Maine, on 19 Nov., 1832;°’and mar- 
ried Hattie E. McNees, only daughter of 
John C. and Mary McNees, 24 Aug., 1862, 
born 31 Jan., 1842. 

His early education was such as could 
be obtained in the district schools and high 
school of Maumee. He became a member 
of the Michigan University, and graduated 
in the medical department in the spring of 
1864, and afterwards the Hahnemann Medi- 
eal College, of Chicago, Ill. 

Previous to his university course he was 
engaged as a traveling salesman for two 
years, then had charge of a flouring mill, 
saw mill and woolen factory at Waverly, 
Ind., afterwards had charge of a flouring 
mill at Cedarville, Ohio, then went into the 
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general mercantile business with his brother, 
N. N.* Clark, at Holland, Ohio. He settled 
in medical practice in Maumee, Ohio, in 
May, 1864. In 1866 he formed a partner- 
ship with B. A. Wright, M. D., and bought 
a half interest in his drug store, which he 
sold out in 1870. In 1872 he dissolved 
partnership with Dr. B. A. Wright, who 
took charge of the Northwestern Asylum 
for the Insane at Toledo, Ohio. 

His practice became so extensive and 
burdensome that his health commenced fail- 
ing, so in 1875 he had to close up business 
at Maumee, but soon afterwards went to 
New York and bought a fine anatomical 
cabinet, and lectured on physiology and 
hygiene and treated chronic diseases. He 
returned to the old homestead at Holland, 
Ohio, in April, 1880, and found his father, 
Robert? Clark, upon his death-bed, who 
soon calmly passed away. He spent the 


summer traveling in the mountains of Col- 
: se ba Sa eal a ae ee 
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orado, which very much improved his 
health. He settled in Toledo, Ohio, in the 
spring of 1881, where he published the 
Health Messenger and enjoyed a lucrative 
business from his profession. He estab- 
lished a branch office in Colorado Springs, 
Col., where he spent his summers. 

Dr. Clark is very liberal in his views. 
Dr. Clark took Everett Richard Stone to 
raise, and he adopted the name of Clark, 
and was known as Everett R. Clark. 

He was born in Perrysburg, Ohio, in 
1863. He was a peculiar child, and left 
his adopted home when about seventeen 
years of age. He became a street salesman 
and sailor, and has been round the globe 
and traveled nearly all over the world. 
He is now in Australia. He speaks seven 
different languages, and has investigated the 
different religions of foreign countries, which 
has made a marked change in his early 
teachings and impressions. And had:

He _ possesses natural 
musical and historical talents.

Ind; taught 
in Wheeling, W. Va., Seminary; married 
1 Jan., 1862, in the homestead, Holland, 
Lucas county, Ohio, by W. W. Williams, 
of Toledo, Ohio, Mial Mason, born in 
western Oneida county, N. Y., 19 Jan., 
1836. Mr. Mason was in business in 
Chicago, and was burned out in the great 
fire of 1871. They subsequently moved 
to Jersey City, N J., where he died after 
an illness of five days, 11 May, 1886. 
Mr. Mason was a successful business man 
and was President of the Board of Educa- 
tion in Jersey City, N. J. In the resolu- 
tions passed by the Board upon his death, 
they said: 

“In our official relations we had con- 


ceived a sincere and honest respect for his 
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character as a man. his ability and integrity, 
and his especial fitness for the responsible 
position to which we had unanimously 
called him. The Board was impressed 
with his character as a Christian gentle- 
man, his ability, and his unselfish devotion 
to the public interest.” 

He was for many years a _ devoted 
member of the Bergen Baptist church. 
From the services connected with his 
funeral, 14 May, 1885, we make the fol- 
lowing extracts. Dr. Ellison, his pastor, 
delivered the eulogy, alluding to the fin. 
ished life, in its aspects as son, husband, 
father, brother, friend and citizen, and 
finally to the well-rounded Christianity 
which made the life so complete in all its 
parts. Dr. Evarts, a former pastor, fol- 
lowed, bearing testimony to his active be- 
nevolence and Christian character: 

“He will always be missed in the 


church, the community, and especially in 
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the family, where to know him was to 
love him.” 

There is a strange coincidence connected 
with his death: In six months from the 
day he died, his brother in-law, F. M. Sell- 
man, died; in seven months, his sister-in- 
law, Mrs. F. M. Sellman, died. Their 
deaths all occurred on the 11th, their funer- 
als the 14th.

12 Sept., 1803, died 29 March, 1864. He 
was for several years first lieutenant and 
captain of a military company in Parkman, 
Maine. Hannah’ taught school in Welling- 
ton and Parkman, and had the privilege 
of caring for her mother in her last days. 
She told the writer that this was one of 


the pleasantest episodes of her life, caring 
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for her aged mother, who died in her arms 
and is buried in the family lot, Parkman, 
Maine. Now that old age has overtaken 
her, she is just as tenderly cared for by 
her son Lamont, and his amiable wife 
Hattie.

Died, in Parkman, 3! Oct., 1888, at the resi- 
dence of her son, Lamont Tyler, Esq., Mrs. Han- 
nah Tyler, relict of the late Captain Daniel 
Tyler, aged 80 years, 5 months and 20 days. 

Mrs. Tyler was born in the town of Union, 
the daughter of John and Hannah Clark, being 
the seventh of a family of nine children. Two 
brothers, Nathan Clark of Cambridge, and Rev. 
John Clark of Parkman, and one sister, Mrs. 
Eunice Bartlett of Harmony, survive her. 

Mrs. Tyler was possessed of a strong and 
vigorous constitution, and retained her mental and 
physical faculties until the last. She assisted in 
the household duties the day before her death. 
The morning of her death she complained of a 
slight illness. In a few moments she was seized 
by what was supposed to be a paralysis of the 
heart, and in a few moments quietly passed away. 

Thus ended acalm and peaceful life, full of deeds 
of kindness and benevolence. Her tongue was ever 


ready to speak words of kindness to the sorrow- 
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ing one, her hands ever ready to minister to the 
wants of the needy. Being possessed of a 
remarkably pleasant disposition, and retaining in 
old age the vivacity and cheerfulness of youth, 
she was an agreeable companion for young and 
old. 

-In early life she espoused the Christian re- 
ligion, and truly adorned her profession with a 
well-ordered life and godly conversation. At 
the time of her death she was a consistent mem- 
ber of the Christian church in Parkman. 

For over fifty years she had been a resident 
of the town, moving to Parkman at the time of 
her marriage, and settling upon the farm upon 
which she died. 

Of a large family of children only one sur- 
vives her. 

Her obsequies took place Friday, 2 Nov., 
Rev. William H. Lang of St. Albans, officiating. 
A large congregation attended, following her 
remains to the family cemetery, where on that 
beautiful autumn day they deposited all that was 
mortal of a loving mother, a true friend and a 


consistent Christian in the silent grave. 
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Daniel and Hannah* (Clark) Tyler lived

He died 20 Sept, 1852, and she 
married second in 1853, Ozias Bartlette, 
born 1795, in Livermore, Maine. He died 
in Harmony, Maine, 8 Nov., 1881. Her 
eventful life is a standing monumental 
proof that one ‘can suffer and be strong,” 
She was an obedient child, faithful wife, 
devoted mother and true friend. 

1. Elizabeth H.,* daughter of Nathan and 
Eunice® (Clark) Morrill, born in Welling- 
ton, Maine, 18 Dec., 1836; married 13 
Jan., 1858, Lucius C. Crymble, born in 
Empton, Maine, 16 Oct., 1826. Their chil- 
dren were, first three born in North Anson,

4 May, 1837, in Ripley, Maine. They were 
married a year before Minnesota was admit- 
ted into the Union as a State, or Minneapolis 
had received its name. They have seen 
its rapid growth and helped to make it. 
Mr. Cobb is not only a successful business 
man, but a genial, philanthropic, Christian 
gentleman, and is seconded by his amiable 


wife in every good word and work. They had:

3. Harrison J,‘ born in Cambridge, 
Maine, 9 April, 1841. He enlisted in the 
U.S. Army before the war commenced. 
He was on the Star of the West when 
the United States were trying to send re- 
enforcements to Fort Sumter. They were 
not allowed to land and were fired upon by 
the enemy. They went back to Fort Colum- 
bus, where they received sealed orders to 
proceed to Santa Rosa. He was sent back 
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to Montgomery, Ala.; said he was treated 
kindly by the jailer and family. He was 
released on parole, and had his choice to 
stay or go home; started for home, said 
he wanted to get on free soil again, but 
died on the boat 30 May, 1863, and was 
buried at Raleigh, N.C. Said he was not 
afraid to die, but he wanted to talk with 
his mother, to whom he confided his joys 
and sorrows. He was a dutiful, affection- 
ate and loving son, on whom his widowed 
mother expected to lean in her declining 
years. The above account of Harrison‘ is 
written as given by his mother Eunice,* 
who still mourns the loss of her son. 

4. Infant,> son of Nathan and Eunice 
(Clark) Morrell, born and died in Cam- 
bridge, Maine, 1845. 

9. John,’ son of John? and Hannah 
(Norton) Clark, born in Union, Maine, 23 
April, 1815; married 30 Oct, 1836, Susanna 
L. Shaw, born 16 March, 1815, by Rev. 
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Charles Merrill, who afterwards went to 
Ohio, and died there in 1846. John*® was 
ordained in Troy, Maine, 1846, the ordina- 
tion taking place in the yard on account 
of the crowded condition of the house. It 
was a cloudy day, but just as the clergy 
were laying on hands, the sun burst through 
the clouds as if in approval of the solemn 
act. His wife, Susanna, who came of pious 
ancestry, was granddaughter of Rev. Ben- 
jamin Watson of Nottingham, N. H., who 
was noted for his strong faith and piety. 
She entered the ministry in 1844, preaching 
her first sermon in Appleton, Maine. She 
was licensed to preach in 1845 by the Free 
Will Baptists, of which both were members. 
Together they have labored for the sal- 
vation of souls and the upbuilding of 
Christ’s kingdom. Rev. John Clark has 
baptized between three and four hundred, 
many of whom have been and are bright 


and shining lights in the world, either as 
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laymen or ministers. It can truly be said 
of them ‘‘they have done what they could,” 
and the world is better for their having 
lived in it. They had: 

1. Maria H.,t born 7 Feb., 1842, in 
Dover, Maine; married 30 Juné, 1867, her 
paternal cousin, Samuel W. Tyler, born 15 
April, 1843, in Parkman, Maine. He died 
after an illness of five days, 21 Feb., 1882, 
and is buried in the family lot, near the 
place of his birth. In the death of this 
estimable young man the wife lost a loving 
husband, the parents a dutiful son, the 
brother an affectionate and only brother, 
the church a faithful member, the choir a 
leader, whose deep bass voice will long be 
missed, the Sunday-school a good worker, 
and the community a loyal, upright, intel- 
ligent citizen. 

Nathan Clark’ died 28 Nov., 1889, at 
his home in Cambridge, Maine. See pages 
27-60-61. 
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Our task is completed, our book is at an end. 
It now remains for us to indulge in wishes that 
some one in the future will continue the publica- 
tion of this genealogy, not with the expectation 
of increasing their finances thereby, but for the 
perpetuation of the name. 

In conclusion would say to the owner of this 
volume that we thank you for your generosity 
in thus aiding us, and hope that you will in- 
fluence some of our generous relatives to at once 
become owner of one of these books, and thus 
help defray only in part some of the accumulated 
expenses.
